a powerful trio as Persiani, Lablache, 
and Rubini, who placed in the strong- 





est light whatever beauties the opera 
possessed ; and created others, in- 
deed, in which the composer had no 
share. The house was crowded, the 
Queen and Prince being present.

judgment from heaven, the exhibi- 
tion having taken place on a Sunday, 
which day they generally set apart 
for such sports. e shall give the
